Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1962,  combined 
with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  my  Deputy  Medical  Officer  left 
to  take  up  service  in  Africa  and  preliminary  steps  had  been  taken 
towards  appointing  a satisfactory  successor.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
vacancy  may  not  prove  a prolonged  one. 

The  following  comparative  statistics  are  presented  for  the 
information  of  the  Council : — 

Births. 

There  were  531  births  during  the  year;  a decrease  of  34 
compared  with  1961.  This  makes  the  Birth  Rate  18.7  per  thousand 
of  population,  a decrease  of  1.4  on  the  previous  year.  The  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  was  18.0. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  32.0  per  thousand  live 
births,  as  against  21.2  last  year.  This  increased  figure  results 
from  the  fact  that  there  were  seventeen  infant  deaths  in  1962  and 
twelve  in  1961. 

Of  the  17  deaths  in  1962,  12  occurred  during  the  first  month 
of  life,  and  of  these  12,  eleven  were  during  the  first  week.  Five 
deaths  were  attributed  to  congenital  malformations  and  four  to 
prematurity. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  again  that  no  woman  died  in 
childbirth. 

Deaths. 

The  Death  Rate  in  1962  was  1.73  per  thousand  population. 
This  was  a little  lower  than  the  2.06  rate  in  1961.  At  118,  deaths 
from  Heart  and  Bloodvessel  diseases  were  11  less  than  the  1961 
figure. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Growths  were  49,  compared  with 
55  in  the  previous  year. 

Last  year  I reported  that  12  of  the  55  deaths  from  malig- 
nancies were  due  to  Lung  Cancer.  This  year  the  picture  is  slightly 
worse;  13  out  of  the  49  were  due  to  this  cause. 

One  can  only  reiterate  the  same  warning  that  figures  taken 
on  a wide  scale  show  that  HEAVY  CIGARETTE  SMOKERS 
ARE  THIRTY  TIMES  MORE  LIKELY  THAN  OTHERS  TO 
SUFFER  DEATH  FROM  LUNG  CANCER.  This  statement 
cannot  be  too  widely  declaimed.  Having  heard  it,  the  individual 
must  work  out  his  or  her  own  salvation. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  no  cases  of  either  Diphtheria 
or  Poliomyeiitis  were  reported.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  this 
is  for  the  eleventh  consecutive  year  in  the  Borough.  Immunisation 
procedures  are  the  main  factor  responsible  and  it  is  only  to  be 
hoped  that  the  younger  generation  of  parents,  who  have  not  known 
particularly  Diphtheria  as  the  older  generation  did,  will  listen  to 
sound  advice  and  continue  to  keep  up  a satisfactory  immunisation 
level  among  the  children.  It  is  better  to  be  wise  before  rather 
than  after  a preventable  serious  illness  and  quite  possibly  death. 

Tuberculosis  is  still  with  us  in  Fleetwood  more  than  we 
care  to  see  in  these  days.  There  were  14  new  Pulmonary  cases 
in  1962  compared  with  11  in  1961.  There  vras  again  one  Non- 
Pulmonary  case. 

During  the  Autumn  this  year  the  Mass  Miniature  Radio- 
graphy Unit  returned  to  Fleetwood  for  another  campaign.  The 
public  response  was  reasonably  good  but  it  could  have  been  better.

At  the  time  of  writing,  no  analysis  of  results  has  been 
received. 

Children  under  16  years  and  expectant  mothers  were  not 
eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  scheme. 

Dysentery  of  the  Sonne  type  has  still  been  with  us  — 60 
cases  compared  with  83  the  previous  year.  In  most  cases  the 
acute  symptoms  of  this  do  not  last  long,  but  untreated  and 
checked,  an  individual  who  has  suffered  is  capable  of  remaining 
infectious  to  others  for  a long  time.  To  disregard  an  attack  of 
diarrhoea  is  foolish  policy.  Good  toilet  hygiene  is  the  proper  thing 
at  any  time.  Careless  habits  in  this  way  in  face  of  diarrhoea  can 
cause"  its  rapid  spread  and  create  unnecessary  suffering  and  in- 
convenience in  addition  to  a mass  of  work  for  doctors  and  the 
Flealth  Department  staff. 

Road  Accidents  have  accounted  for  three  deaths  — one 
more  than  in  1961.  It  is  probable  that  all  these  were  preventable. 

In  conclusion,  I would  tender  my  thanks  for  his  most 
faithful  support,  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr. 
McCulloch,  also  his  assistants.  Much  of  great  interest  in  the 
day-to-dav  work  of  the  Department  in  Borough  and  Port  will  be 
found  in  his  section  of  the  Report.  Mv  sincere  appreciation  also 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  and  encouragement.

Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  District.  Lying  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and  market  town.  The  area 
is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecambe  Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  Irish 
Sea,  on  the  east  by  the  River  Wyre,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban 
District  of  Thornton  Cleveleys. 


Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying ; the  subsoil  varies  from  sand  and 
gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The  principal  industry  is  Deep 
Sea  Fishing,  with  its  contingent  industries  : it  is  also  a seaside  resort 
of  considerable  importance.

Hospitals 

Fleetwood  hospital,  contains  28  beds  and  four  cots,  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents,  but  being  administered  by  the  Blackpool 
and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee  patients  can  be  and  are 
sent  or  transferred  to  any  suitable  Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  1 1 beds  is  fully  occupied  and 
provides  an  important  Service. 

Rossall  Hospital  with  130  beds  and  Wesham  Park  Hospital  with 
276  beds,  are  available  for  the  chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are 
also  44  psychiatric  beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

For  both  infectious  and  non-mfectious  cases  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district  two  motor  ambulances 
and  one  car  for  sitting  cases.

Population 

The  resident  population  of  Fleetwood  to  June  1962,  is  estimated 
to  be  28,330,  a decrease  of  405  over  the  1951  Census  figures.  The 
increase  during  the  year  of  births  over  deaths  was  194.

The  number  of  births  registered  m the  district  was  468,  in 
addition  to  these,  63  belonging  to  the  district  but  registered  elsewhere 
have  been  added,  making  a total  of  531. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  18*7  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  20*1  for  the  previous  year.

Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 

It  IS  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  eleventh  consecutive  year  there 
were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  within  the  Borough. 

There  were  3 cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified. 


Dysentery 

There  were  60  cases  in  the  year. 


Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  14  pulmonary  and  1 other 
tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  4,  and 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  1,  a total  of  5 (5  males)  giving  a 
death-rate  of  0*17  per  1,000. 

Those  from  lung  tubercle  give  a death-rate  of  0*14  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  sanatorium  treatment  during  the 
year  was  13. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  satisfactory. 


Respiratory  Organs 

The  deaths  numbered  34,  giving  a death-rate  of  1*2  and  include 
those  from  bronchitis  (20)  and  pneumonia  (14).

One  hundred  and  eighteen  deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  4*16  per 

1000. 


Malignant  Disease  (Cancer) 

There  were  49  deaths  from  cancer  (26  males,  23  females),  giving 
a rate  of  1*73  per  1,000. 
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Infectious  Diseases 


Visits  to  the  number  of  96  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year,  1 1 school  notices  and  certificates  were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  m previous  years  by  spraying 
and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  treating  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Town’s  Depot.  The  vapour 
gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous 
clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from  the  ships  whilst  m the  docks. 

During  the  year,  142  rooms  and  155  articles  were  disinfected 
175  articles  were  destroyed.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department  during  the  year 
1962. 

On  the  22nd  May,  1962,  the  Housing  (Management  of 
Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation)  Regulations,  1962,  came  into 
force.  The  regulations  give  greatly  strengthened  powers  to  deal 
with  the  squalid  living  conditions  which  exist  in  some  houses  in 
multiple  occupation.  Fleetwood’s  problem  with  regard  to  houses 
in  multi-occupation  is  a very  minor  one  indeed  compared  to  many 
of  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  nevertheless  the  new  powers  are 
welcome  and,  although  the  application  of  these  Regulations  will 
involve  the  staff  in  a great  deal  of  extra  work,  it  is  envisaged  that 
a great  improvement  in  standards  v/ill  be  effected  in  houses  of 
this  type. 

During  the  year,  a complete  re-appraisal  of  the  slum 
clearance  programme  took  place,  a total  of  86  houses  were  added 
to  the  existing  programme  and,  in  addition,  176  houses  were 
classed  as  having  a maximum  life  of  15  years.  To  facilitate 
administration,  a town  map  was  drawn  up  clearly  showing  the 
properties  and  streets  affected. 

There  were  two  changes  in  staff  during  the  year.  In  January 
Mr.  William  Fitzgerald,  the  general  forem.an,  resigned  and  Mr. 
William  Inker  was  appointed  to  replace  him.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  had 
been  general  foreman  with  the  department  for  27  years  and  left 
to  enter  private  business.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Swarbrick,  office  clerk, 
resigned  in  December.  Mrs.  Swarbrick  had  held  this  appointment 
for  17  years.  The  vacancy  had  not  been  filled  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  for  assistance 
received  in  many  ways  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Officials  of  other 
departments  of  the  Corporation.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers,  all  premises  m the 
Borough  are  drained  by  water  carriage.  In  past  years  sewers  were 
affected  by  surcharging  during  periods  of  very  heavy  ram,  this  has  now 
been  largely  eliminated  by  the  coming  in  to  full  operation  of  the  four 
storm  water  pumps  at  the  pumping  station  on  the  West  Side. 

Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
town  but  the  sewage  from  the  Rossall  Area  and  a small  area  on 
Radchffe  Road  is  pumped.  There  are  pumping  stations  situated  at 
Rossall  Square,  Rossall  School,  Rossall  Beach  and  Wyre  Street.

Thed  ismfestation  service  p^rovided  by  the  Department  undertakes 
the  destruction  of  insect  pests  of  all  types.  The  methods  used  are 
spraying  with  liquid  or  powder  insecticides  and  fumigation  by  formal- 
dehyde gas.  Where  possible  infested  bedding  and  furniture  is  brought 
to  the  Health  Department  yard  and  treated  m the  formaldehyde  gas 
disinfector.  The  service  includes  treatments  for  moths  in  carpets  and 
furniture.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost.

One  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Department. 
Thi  s man  has  attended  a course  of  practical  instruction  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.  The  Department  van 
driver  and  one  of  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  tip  have  also  attended 
the  Ministry  course  and,  when  necessary,  can  be  employed  in  rodent 
control  work. 


Although  the  numbers  of  rodent  infestations  have  been  greatly  re- 
duced m recent  years  due  both  to  the  amount  of  concentrated  effort 
throughout  the  country  during  and  since  the  last  World  War,  and  to  the 
improvement  in  methods  of  treatment,  the  work  of  the  eradication  of 
rats  and  mice  must  still  be  regarded  as  being  of  major  importance  as 
much  damage  to  foodstuffs  and  property,  as  well  as  the  possible  spread 
of  d isease,  is  prevented.

During  the  year  the  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was 
maintained.  Evety  endeavour  was  made  to  ensure  that  dustbins  were 
emptied  at  approximately  the  same  time  on  the  same  day  each  week 
the  only  exception  being  during  Bank  Holiday  weeks  when  the  weekly 
collection  is  given  but  not  necessarily  on  the  usual  day.  The  importance 
of  a regular  weekly  collection  cannot  be  over-stressed  particularly  in 
this  modern  age  when  so  many  housewives  go  out  to  work.  The 
“working”  housewives  can  arrange  to  leave  their  yard  gate  unlocked 
on  the  day^  that  they  know  the  refuse  will  be  collected.  Weekly  collect- 
ion IS  essential  also  for  the  prevention  of  nuisance,  fly  breeding  etc. 


Trade  Refuse 

Collections  of  trade  refuse  are  made  by  arrangement  and  the 
frequency  of  the  collection  is  as  often  as  necessary.

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Refuse  Disposal 

Refu  se  IS  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  amount  of  tipping  space  available  on  the  present  tip  at  Broadwater 
was  only  sufficient  for  approximately  two  more  years.  Fortunately  there 
IS  many  years  tipping  space  available  on  the  salt  marsh  on  the  East  side 
of  town  and  preliminary  preparations  are  being  made  to  commence 
tipping  on  the  marsh  when  the  present  tip  is  completed.  Regular  treat- 
ments are  given  to  control  rats  and  insects  on  the  tip  and  every  effort 
made  to  prevent  nuisance. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  method  of  street  sweeping  employed  is  hand  sweeping  in 
conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street  orderly  trucks. 
There  are  three  men  to  each  truck. 

Despite  the  greatly  increased  number  of  litter  bins  throughout  the 
town,  litter  still  remains  a problem.  The  summer  visitors  create  a great 
deal  of  litter  on  the  promenade  and  on  the  beach,  but  there  are  litter 
black  spots  m the  town  that  can  m no  way  be  attributed  to  the  visitors. 
The  amount  of  litter  deposited  around  the  majority  of  the  small 
shopping  centres  throughout  the  town  can  disfigure  a carefully  swept 
area  m the  course  of  a few  hours.  This  litter  is  largely  composed  of  ice 
cream  wrappings,  sweet  wrappings  and  cigarette  wrappings  and  is  no 
doubt  one  of  the  by-products  of  an  affluent  society. 

Gully  Emptying 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier.  The  number 
of  Street  gullies  cleaned  was  14,156. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  following  public  conveniences  were  cleaned  each  day 
including  Sunday  by  the  Cleansing  Department. 

Bold  Street  : Public  Market,  Adelaide  Street  (Men  Only)  ; 

Preston  Street ; Ash  Street  and  Lindel  Road. 

During  the  summer  months  there  was  a full  time  attendant  m both 
men  s and  women  s conveniences  at  Bold  Street.

The  men  employed  m the  Cleansing  Department  worked  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year.  A spirit  of  willing  co-operation  was  again 
shown  by  all  the  staff  and  this  enabled  the  department  to  overcome  the 
many  minor  emergencies  which  inevitably  arose  from  day  to  day.

The  outwork  consists  mainly  of  the  manufacture  of  nets,  other  than 
wire  nets  and,  according  to  the  returns  made  in  the  August  lists

All  of  the  shell-fish  beds  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  are  liable  to  pollution.  Notices  are  exhibited 
prohibiting  the  taking  of  shellfish  from  these  beds  for  human 
consumption.  A local  order  was  made  in  1939,  closing  all  shell  fish 
beds,  within  the  port  health  area.  Samples  of  shellfish  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  seven  such 
samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  sewage  contamination.

The  port  IS  one  of  the  country  s leading  fishing  ports,  large  quan- 
tities of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is  inspected  after  landing.  The 
Port  Health  Inspector’s  time  is  largely  taken  up  with  this  important 
work.  A good  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the 
fishing  industry  and  this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion 
was  it  necessary  to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from  a 
Justice  m order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 


The  amount  of  fish  surrendered  during  the  year  was  13,724  cwts.
